U.S. Says 
Prosecute 
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DALLAS, Sept. 12 — Fed- 
eral prosecutors officially de- 
clared to dy that they do not 
plan to prosecute lobbyist 
Jake Jacobsen for alleged mis- 
dealings in a Texas savings 
and loan company. 

U.S. Attorney Frank Mc- 
Cown, acting on instructions 
from Deputy Attorney Gen- 
eral Laurence H. Silberm^j^, 
said the government would 
hold up its end of a pleabar- 
gan wit Jacogsen in exchange 
for his testimony that he gave 
former Treasurz Secretary 
John B. Connally a $10,00 
bribe. 

Last Friday, U.S. District 
Court Judge Robert M. Hill, 
turned down a motion by pros- < 
ecutors that he dismiss tht in- ; 
dictments against Jacobsen, 
which were u related to the 
bribery action. Jacobsen 
pleaded guilty Aug. 7 to one 
count of bribery in exchan- 
geofr dismissal by the bovern- 
ment of all other charges 
against him. 

Judge Hill said today he did 
not know wtat action he could 
or would take i the matter. He 
indicated last Fridaythat he , 
expected the government to 
follow through on its prosecu- 1 
ton after he refused to dismise 
the indictment. 

McCown said in his notice 
of intention not to prosecute 
that the vigorous prosecution 
of the case by the government ! 
had been donw before Jacob- 1 
sen pleaded -guilty to the brib- 1 
ery charge.
